The  government  takes  charge  of  all 
these  cemeteries,  which  are  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  quartermaster  gen- 
end  of  the  army.  There  are  eighty-two 
l®  “U  mclfiding  an  aggregate  of 
W7.000  burials.  The  smallest  of  the 
burying  grounds  is  at  Ball’s  Bluff,  where 
twenty-firs  Federal  warriors  are  in¬ 
terred,  online  of  them  identified.  The 

next  small is ^.he  old  battle  ground  on 
Seventh  street  in  this  city.  It  would  b«i 
much  cheaper  to  remove  the  bodies  rest¬ 
ing  at  both  these  places  to  other  I  oca 
tions,  buk -sentiment  accords  to  them  a 
claim  to  remain  where  they  fell  in  brave 
fight 

So,  although  only  forty-three  are 
buried  at  tbe  battle  ground,  a  superin¬ 
tendent  is  maintained  there  in  charge  at 
a  salary  of  sixty  dollars  a  month  and 
with  a  house  free  for  his  occupancy.  The 
superintendents,  as  decreed  by  law,  are 
all  disabled  w*r»ns,  none  others  being 
elegible  for  Mho  positions,  and  their  pay 
is,  according  the  size  of  the  cem»-tenes 
they  have  clfcrge  of.  sixty,  sixtv-five 
seventy  and  seventy -five  dollars  a  rnontk 
Thus  they  are  divided  into  four  classes
